<HB passago of the so-called anti-trust bill through the 


^__ 
lower house of congress by a unanimous vote is 
proof of two things It shows the strength of the 


popular sentiment in favor of trust regulation, and also 
the belief of the congressmen that suet regulation would 
be of real benefit to the people. 


Taere is reason to believe, howevei , that the opposition 


to the passage of this law through the lower house of con- 
gress does not represent the strength that will be opposed 
to its passage. Public sentiment has far less effect upon 
the senate than it has upon the house, and it is in the 
se jate that the real fight will be made against the hill 


The public demand for trust regulati an la so great that 


it will not be possible to make a successful open flght 
against it even in the senate, but there is $ure to be a 
persistent and energetic effort to weakea the .bill in every 
possible way and to 'destroy its effectiveness in precisely 
those points that are of the greatest pullic benefit 


It is not to be supposed that the anti-trust bill as U 


"passed the house is a perfect measure, but it is undoubt 
edly an improvement over anything now onj the statute 
books 
If the senate will pasa this bill before/ the expira 


tion of the present session a good beginning of trust regu- 
lation will have bqijn mad,e and the people will have a 
rjght to feel that the Republican pariy is Keeping the 
pledges that have been made 


The decision of the western railroads to avoid a gen- 


eral strfice by an increase of wages is & wisei one, and it
